They moved on fifty yards, 
and the robber could be plainly seen as 
he went through the registered mail 
and coats, hut he overlooked some let- 
ters and :?i>0 in cash in Xwisler's eottt 
pocket.

;ind they got their clothes and what was 
3eft of the mail. He then bid tfood 
night to them aud they were permitted 
to drive on. The highwayman was o!

and light straw hat. He wore no mask 
but kept out of the li^ht. His features 
could not be outlined. He got but few 
dollars from the passengers, nothing 
from the express company and it is 
thought little from the mail pouches.

WASHINGTON, June 11.— The Sti Pe- 


tersburg cable announcing the signing 
of a commercial treaty between Russia 
and Jaoan gives much satisfaction to the 
Japanese legation here, as it is the fourth 
of the important series of treaties which 
Japan is making with leading nations. 
The treaties now-effected are those with 
the United States, Great Britain, Italy 
and Russia.

Smithie 
ngeged to assist Young, and boarded 
vith the family and became intimate 
with Mra. Yountr. 
The Youngs and 


iimthie afterward moved to Sissong, 
Dal., where it was determined by Mra. 
YOUDK aud Smithie that the husband 
must be put out of the way forever. Ac- 
ordingly Mrs. Young made an appoint- 
ment with her husband to meet her one 
Sunday evening at tho soda springs on 
Soda creek. Young came, and waa sit- 
ting on tho hank of the creek, when hia 
wife came up behind him aud seized 
hold of him and Smithie plunged a 
knife into his breast, killing him. 


He and Mrs. Young then carried tho 


bndy to a largo hole washed out by the 
waters of the creek, and put the body 
into it and covered it with brush. Tho 
body is supposed to have been since car- 
ried away hy the subsequent 
high 


water. 


Young was miesi'd in tho neighbor- 


hood, but as his body was never found 
them wag no proof of foul play, and the 
residents at Slott could only wonder and 
guess at tho cause of hia disappearance, 
the most reasonable solution of which 
was tliat he waa so thoroughly ashamed 
of the conduct of his wife that he had 
abandoned her and gone to parts un- 
known.

The report will say : The first report 
1 the season relative to the condition of 
teaches is decidedly more favorable 
hart that received in June, 1894. Only 
wo elates of primary importance have 
i low condition, namely, Ohio 22 per 
ent and Michigan 50 per cent, while 
Maryland is the only remaining state 
vith a percenta^ less than 70, the con- 
dition there being 03. Of the states 
of secondary commercial importance, 
namely, North Carolina, Florida, Mia- 
ouri, Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee, Keu- 
ucky, Indiana and Illinois, three (Ken- 
,ucky, Indiana and Illinois) have the 
owest figures, 3!}, 21) and 55 respect- 
vety, while in the others percentages 
anjje from 72 in Missouri to 100 in Ari- 
ona. In 1S!M, IS out of the21 states in 
he above classes had percentages below 
0 per cent. 
With reference to apples the report 


will say: The general condition of ap- 
plea June 1st is hipher than on the same 
late in 1S!)4. Thu New England a La tea, 
ew York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
Viaconain, Minnesota and Iowa are im- 
portant exceptions to thia general condi- 
ion. The frosta of May have done much 
lamage, although, as is usually the re- 
ult, the orchards in favored situations, 
tven in districts Buffering most, have ap- 
arently escaped injury. It is too early 


to determine how great the damage from 
the.cold weather will be. Often the full 
effects of such apella are only realized 
after the excessive dropping of fruit in 
.Tune have left orchards nearly bare. As 
the conditions staled June 1st, however, 
they indicate, except in etalts cited 
above, a crop running from good to ex- 
cellent.

Politically the most significant in- 


cident of the day's proceedings was the 
clear and emphatic statement of Sena- 
tor Harris of Tennessee, which has been 
clearly demonstrated as the controlling 
speech iu the convention as to the ob- 
ject of the [-at her ing, and the single 
subject to which it is espected to con- 
tine its deliberations. The strength of 
the men who are for eilver first, last and 
all the time, and whose purpose is to 
advance the candidacy of Congressman 
Kihle.y of Pennsylvania for the presi- 
dency, has been frequently manifested, 
is formidable, aud ihe result of the en- 
counter between these two opposing 
forces, the conservative ;md radical sil- 
ver men, as it will be shown in the dec- 
larations of the convention, ia watched 
with great interest. 


At the evening session, which began 


promptly at S o'clock, Senator William 
M. Stewart of Nevada presided, and in- 
troduced Congressman Sibley. Mr. Sib- 
ley was greeted with thunderous ap- 
plause, and in a two-hour speech aroused 
his audience to a high pitch of cnthusi< 
asm. Ha made an earnest appeal for 
independent political action in 1390, ami 
occupied a good part of the time illus- 
trating the necessity of breaking away 
from the old parties. Hia and i tors were 
evidently with him, for every attack 
upon Secretary Carlisle, the President 
or Senator Sherman was greeted with 
noisy demonstrations, and everv time he 
asked the crowd if they would" remain 
with their old party he was greeted with 
a chorus of "No." He paid hie respects 
to the President and Secretary Carlisle 
in very plain language, calling them 
"traitors" for their part in the conspir- 
acy to demonetize silver and fasten upon 
the country the hardships of a gold 
standard. Such outbursts aa this were 
greeted with tumultuous applause. 


Mr. Sibley paid an eloquent tribute 


to Andrew Jackson, the great Ten- 
nesseean who achieved fame through his 
successful antagonisQi of the money 
powers as well aa by hi& military career. 
He related the story nf Jackson's refusal, 
when captured by the British as a boy, 
to blacken the boots of an English ofli- 
cer, who struck him with a aword, leav- 
ing a scar that he bore until his death. 
He gave it a political turn by exclaim- 
ing that there were- Democrats in Ten- 
nessee who would blacken those boots 
today and lick the hand that struck 
them. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Sibley'a 


Hpperh there were persistent calls fcr 
Mr. Hryan of Nebraska, but that gentle- 
man evidently desired a more favorable 
time in which to deliver hia address 
upon the silver question, for he declined 
to respond. Then, upon the invitation 
of the chairman, Charles S. Thomas of 
Denver occupied tho remainder of the 
time in the evening session. 
At the 


conclusion of Mr. Thomas'speech the 
convention adjourned until tomorrow.

The ordinance prepared for the sup- 


pression of lotteries and dealing ia lot- 
tery tickets in this city, which will come 
before the Board of Trustees for action 
at the ueit meeting, Ehould be adopted. 
Under the provisions of the state and 
general laws it is difficult to secure evi- 
dence necessary for a conviction, and 
the law ia practically a dead letter. Sev- 
eral attempts have been made to close 
the Chinese lotteries in this city, one 
constable of this township having gone 
m far aa to appoint a deputy for the 
avowed purpose of securing evidence to 
bring those concerns to account for their 
anlawfnl business, but no results have 
followed appreciably decreasing the evil. 


If it be within the range of legal pos- 


sibility to frame an ordinance under 
which the lottery buolneEa can be sup- 
pressed in Fre?no, it should be done by 
all means. All lottery business is de- 
moralizing, and a financial disadvantage 
to the community, but the. Chinese lot- 
teries are especially so. Their frequent 
drawings and the low price of tickets 
attract the patronage of boys and peo- 
ple of small means, and the gambling 
.habit ia thus acquired by the young 
and by those who can least afford to in- 
dulge in the pernicious vice. Scores of 
boys are known to spend all the money 
they can get in the lotteries of China- 
tuwu, and it is a self-evident fact that 
they are recruiting schools for the crim- 
inal element which keepa our courts 
busy and out penitentiaries full of in- 
mates. 


Several thousands 
of dollars 
are 


drained from legitimate channels r.f 
trade into theee Chinese lotteries every 
month, and aeide from its more import- 
ant aapect of demoralization and ruin, 
it is a damage to the community in dol- 
lars and cents that in itself demands at- 
tention.

STOCKING THE STREAMS. 


Thousands of Black Bass Put Into 


Kings River. 


Game Warden Frank Rowell returned 


yesterday from a trip to Kings river, a 
mile above Kingeburg, where he put in 
4000 black bass of the small mouthed va- 
riety. These are the first installment of 
about 25,000 expected to arrive shortly. 
They were received in large vessels re- 
sembling a milk can with ventilating 
top. Only one fish out of the entire 
consignment died on the trip and the 
rest scooted up the stream as eocm as 
liberated in a most healthy and vigor- 
ous style. Tbe specimens varied from 
one to three inches in length. The 
growth during the first year is from 
three to four inches, ao that two years 
hence there will be good sport obtain- 
able.

not only well and thriving, but may 
have spawned in their new quarters. 
Mr. Rowell proposes to eeine the eink in 
a week or two and arid all the ?msH fry 
obtainable In the stock already turned 
into the Kings river. As soon as tbe 
latter is well supplied tbe San Joaquin 
will receive attention.

He had been stop- 
ping with Harry Cotton in this city, 
md when he took his departure, he said 
ie intended to go to Selma, from there 
o Sunger, and from that town to his 
mine. He has never been heard of 
.lace. From the fact tbat he left prop- 
erty scattered about the country, and 


•om the fact that there Eeeined no rea- • 


son why he should leave the country, it 


been sui^ested that he was mur- 


dered. 


The mine which he owned when he 


left, and which is now claimed, by Jamea 
lurlon, who haa a lawsuit in court 
with D. L. Ashbrook concerning the 
iroperty, waa onco considered one of 
.he b^flt minea in tbe county. It was 
originally owned by Jack Thome, who 
sold it for $5000 to Thomas "Wackford,

A Defective Flue Led to the Usual 


Result.
